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HISTORY OF THE CENTRAL ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable loca- 
tion for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were en- 
countered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when ‘‘The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.”’ was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage’”’ Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as Treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his adminstration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 

In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a 
girls’ dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440. A little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage prop- 
erty was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
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kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land on which was lo- 
cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children 
and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 


Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rey. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1907 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-Congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry, 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building were erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, 
J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1985 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
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tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, necessi- 
tated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This dor- 
mitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of the 
entire state of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their finan- 
ces to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which has been 
in_use since 1949. 


Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the high school level. 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 


The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundering, cook- 
ing and general housekeeping. 

Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scouts programs, band and choral ac- 
tivities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tally defective that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 

The institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pres- 
ent day trends. Approximately $1,000,000.00 has been raised and spent 
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for improvements of a permanent nature during the administration of 
Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of such accomplishments 
new and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormitory; new heating 
plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little boys’ dormitory 
complete renovation of Cheatham Building which houses the audito- 
rium and dining room; complete renovation of little boys’ dormitory 
and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building of the freezer 
locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and provides 
housing for a staff member. 


In the fall of 1961 a new one-family dwelling unit, known as The 
Gregory Cottage, was completed on the institution’s campus. This unit 
constructed of brick veneer, consists of five rooms and bath and was 
erected for the use of the institution’s assistant superintendent and his 
family. The cottage is named in honor of the late Mr. Francis Greg- 
ory of Leamington, Ontario, Canada, who had great interest in the 
Colored Orphanage and was a native of Granville County, North 
Carolina. 

By an act of the 1965 State Legislature, the name of the Colored 
Orphanage of North Carolina was changed to the Central Orpvhanage 
of North Carolina.

Greetings: 


We are happy to submit to you the report of activities of the 
institution covering the period July 1, 1966 through June 30, 1967. 

Total contributions for the year under consideration amounted 
to $53,308.21 as shown in detail on the Summary Sheet. Total revenue 
from all sources amounted to $247,547.79. This includes a transfer of 
$40,000.00 from the Plant Fund to the Permanent Improvements Fund. 

While we are grateful for all of the continued expressions of 
confidence in our program, a realistic picture indicates the danger 
we now face as a result of the 1967 Legislature’s failure to grant 
our request for an increased grant-in-aid. During this fiscal year we 
have had to channel 57% of our contributions into the Maintenance 
Fund. This amounted to $380,739.64. In order to present to you a 
balanced budget today, we must estimate the use of $36,287.00 from 
contributions. If total contributions for the fiscal year 1967-1968 
should fall below last year’s total of $53,308.21, we shall definiteiyv 
have trouble in meeting commitments we have already made, keeping 
our plant in repair, and having a minimum balance in our Permanent 
Improvements Fund. This is the point we definitely tried, by every 
means available, to impress upon the members of the Legislature. 

Our largest expenditures from the Permanent Improvements 
Fund were for the following purposes:

Net profits from dairy operations amounted to $1,745.74. This 
is less than in previous years due to the increase in the cost of pro- 
duction and the drouth of last season which lessened our production 
of feed. 

Another significant development during the year was the con- 
clusion of the sale of property in Sampson County.

During the period of negotiation of the sale, the orphanage lost 
a total of $800.00 in rent from this property. In consideration of this 
fact, Mr. C. D. Cain, the purchaser, agreed to contribute a total of 
$400.00 or one-half of our loss. We have received $200 of this contri- 
bution to date. 

The institution has negotiated a loan for $50,000.00 to cover 
payments for construction of the gymtorium. This loan is secured 
by ten notes of $5,000 each, repayable at the rate of two notes plus 
interest per year, after the first payment of $5,000 which is due cn 
January 1, 1968. 
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The fact that 1966 was a bad year for farming throughout this 
area is reflected in a definite loss in our total farming operations 
for the period under consideration.

The past year has been one of the busiest in the history of the 
institution. We have made efforts to maintain a high standard in 
our long range program which involves staff and child development. 
The one area in which this is most particularly true is that of 
deportment or child behavior. 

During the year 1966-67, the entire personnel of the institution 
was privileged to attend an In-Service Training Institute where 
great emphasis was placed on all facts dealing with parent-child 
relationship in the orphanage and boarding homes. The instructor was 
an expert in this field and therefore all problems presented were 
very ably analyzed through group discussions. 


The spiritual and moral training program for the children here 
at the orphanage is carried out to its fullest extent. This program 
includes regular Sunday School, mid-week prayer services, vesper 
services on second and fourth Sundays, church attendance in the 
city on first and third Sundays, the annual Daily Vacation Bible 
School and daily devotions in each building. 

During the summer months, the recreation program. is planned 
to offer all the children a variety of activities. Every boy and girl on 
the campus was able to visit Bullockville Park in Vance County for 
a full day of fun—swimming, dancing and games. On alternate 
Monday nights movies are available for children who care to attend. 
Two Friday nights each month a social is scheduled for teenage boys 
and girls. Refreshments and dancing are enjoyed at these affairs. 


Our concert and marching band, under the leadership of Mr. L. 
L. Bartlett, gave top performances throughout the state this year. 
These appearances included a concert at the Eaton-Johnson Elemen- 
tary Schsol, Henderson, N. C., the Annual Masonie and Davie Educa- 
tional Union Picnic in Mocksville, North Carolina. During the holiday 
season, the band participated in a Christmas Parade in Franklinton 
as well as in Oxford. Later in the year, the band was featured in a 
parade for the Sunday School Convention at St. Joseph A. M. E. 
Zicn Church in Farmville, North Carolina; and in the Shriner’s Gala 
Day Parade held in New Bern, North Carolina. We had a larger and 
better sounding band as well as a larger number of students enrolled 
in instrumental classes. 


The choir had a very successful year. It filled several engage- 
ments which included the meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary at Piney 
Grove Baptist Church near Clayton, N. C., Tally Ho Baptist Church 
near Oxford, N. C., St. Joseph Baptist Church in Spring Hope, N. C., 
and the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Cedar Grove Association, Burling- 
ton, N. C. The children find a lot of satisfaction in making these 
trips. 
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Tor our farm, it was one of the driest years on record in Gran- 
ville County; therefore the crops suffered. Production of Spring and 
Fall gardens was cut severely by the drouth. We were unable to do 
any canning and freezing of vegetables as our crops yielded only about 
60%; and our winter supply of food had to be purchased which badly 
upset the food budget. 


Considering the campus as a whole, its cleaning program, beau- 
tiful green lawns and the addition of the new gymtorium, the whole 
place seems to have taken on a new life—a life with great meaning, 
and one which has changed the attitudes of the children and created 
a more pleasant atmosphere for staff and students of the orphanage. 


I wish to thank the dedicated staff of workers. I am sincerely 
grateful for the fine spirit of co-operation each has shown throughout 
the year.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL REPORT 


_Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


Teaching is recognized as a process of stimulating and directing 
learning. Although teaching and learning take place by and among 
groups of children, cognizance is taken of the fact that learning is a 
highly individual and personal matter of experience. Good teachers 
exert marked effort to provide for both similarities and differences 
which are found in boys land girls in elementary classrooms. Dis- 
covery by oneself for each pupil is the goal of every truly professional 
teacher. I believe that we have professional teachers—nine of them. 

Making progress in school is essential for a good teaching-learn- 
ing situation. A work or play situation may be excellent, even though 
the child receives no marks, if the teacher helps evaluate his 
strengths and weaknesses and encourages him to improve. 


We are also seeing more and more that the best possible devel- 
opment of the child can only be had through the medium of a good 
parent-school relationship. Many thanks to Reverend M. R. Hedge- 
peth, the president of our P.T.A., who spent many days during the 
year, urging parents to attend the P.T.A. Cooperation in this respect 
is the key to the progress of any school. Parents and teachers are 
partners in educating children and each must assume a reasonable 
share of the responsibilities and privileges. 

We had two very active student organizations in our school, the 
Student Council and the Safety Patrol. Each year the Student Coun- 
cil presents a gift to the school or the institution. This year, through 
the leadership of Mrs. C. H. McGhee and Mrs. E. R. Chavis, the Stu- 
dent Council presented a flag and a flag pole to the institution and 


the school. The program for the raising of the flag on its pole will 
long be remembered. 


The Safety Patrol, under the leadership of Mr. B. Burton, was 
active the entire school year. It was with the help of this group that 


order and safety were maintained at all times in the halls, the rest 
rooms and on the school grounds. 
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Our enrollment was smaller than it was last year. This gave the 
teachers a chance to work more closely with each child. Therefore, 
they did a better job in meeting the needs of each child and under- 
standing their behavior. 

The total enrollment was 262. Our membership was 254. Two 
hundred thirty-seven of these children, or 98% of the membership 
made sufficient progress to be promoted. The 7% or 17, of the 
children who were not promoted, made scme progress at their own 
rate of speed. 

Through the ESEA, two special reading teachers, Mrs. R. B. 
Ison and Mrs. Adams were added to our faculty. We also had a 
Speech Therapist, Mrs. M. Scarborough. They worked cooperatively 
with each teacher. Many children were helped with speech and read- 
ing difficulties. 

Mrs. T. A. Hamme, the wife of the late Superintendent, T. A. 
Hamme, was added to our faculty. Her services in the library cannot 
be over-estimated. 

We thank you, Reverend Brooks, for your wise ccunsel, your co- 
operation and your helpfulness during the entire school term.

REPORT OF CLOTHING SUPERVISOR

It is rewarding to know that all clothing is properly bought and 
fitted; and that a!l students are ready for the oncoming season. Some- 
how, I find that I worry more about the winter seascn. 


I want to take this time to thank everyone that made it possible 
for us to clothe our big family. You have done so much, from the 
donation of sewing materials to fully made garmenis. All of your 
donations were greatly appreciated and we hcpe you will e:ntinue in 
the future as you have in the past. God bless you. 

Here at this institution, the girls are taught the basic steps in 
sewing. First we studied equipment and small items you will find in 
all sewing boxes. When getting acquainted with our sewing machines, 
learning to care for them is very important. The need to be careful 
with sharp implements is frequently taught as well as how to thread, 
and operate sewing machines. Our first sewing steps were: basting, 
stitching with the machine, and pressing seams. Next, we studied 
fabrics, their types and selection and proper care. Next the girls wee 
taught about adjusting patterns, finding the grain of fabric, cutting 
the garment, tracing darts, matching notches, joining seams and clip- 
ping seams. Ever step is too much to itemize here; however, I must 
say that sewing is a very fine art. 
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The skill of sewing is economical, industrious and it can become 
a very good hobby. The relationship gained by working together has 
been rewarding.

REPORT OF FARM SUPERINTENDENT 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent 


On coming to the close of another year, I wish to offer thanks 
to you and the staff for your cooperation with our farm progriam. 


Extremely dry weather conditions last summer caused a shortage 
cf all produce. Our garden production was cut severely and there was 
very little conserved for the winter months. Under these conditions 
only 4,516 pounds of tobacco were marketed which grossed only 
$2,396.02. 


During this year, we produced 210 tons of silage along with a 
quantity of corn for feed. An additional eight acres of temporary 
pasture for cattle and swine have been seeded in an effort to enlarge 
our feed program. Thirty acres of corn for silage and 30 acres for 
grain have also been added. Five acres of barley lare to be harvested 
which will add strength to our feeding program. 


Five hundred seventy-eight (578) bushels of vegetables were 
produced last year on our farm. These included lima and string 
beans, onions, beets, field and garden peas, salad greens, squash, 
turnips, tomatoes, sweet potatoes and white potatoes. Fruits produced 
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were 77 bushels of apples and pears, 440 watermelons and 585 canta- 
loupes. 

Last year we butchered 14,625 pounds of pork and 1,598 lbs. of 
beef. Nineteen hundred and ninety pounds of lard was produced. We 
now have twelve brood sows, one boar and 47 pigs. 

Dairy operations include a herd of 28 cows with a good feed 
program. This will enable us to elevate our average milk production 
to above 11,000 pounds per cow. Future plans now include upgrading 
swine production as well as the dairy operations.

Another profitable year for the dairy has come to an end. We 
take great pleasure in sharing with you the annual report. 


At the end of the preceding twelve months, our gross income for 
dairy production totaled more than $18,000.00. More than 1,590 
pounds of beef was slaughtered. Our herd averaged more than eleven 
thousand pounds of milk per cow. Our increase in fat production was 
fifty pounds or more. 

In the past year it was our pleasure to attend the North Carclina 
District Junior Dairy Show. We took two heifers that received 
prizes. One received a grand prize. Also, we received recognition 
from D. H. I. A. at North Carolina State University at Raleigh 
North Carolina. 

Our major aim is to better our herd and produce more grade 
“A” milk,

REPORT OF FOOD SERVICE SUPERVISOR

I wish to express my personal thanks to everyone for services 
rendered during the past year. 

During the year we have followed, to a great extent, the same 
routine of former years. When the children become of age to be 
trained in the food service area, we are continuing to impress upon 
them the importance of cleanliness—first bodily cleanliness and 
cleanliness in handling and preparing our food. We are also putting 
forth every effort to serve well balanced and appetizing meals and 
to teach the children the importance of eating the right foods. 

Currently we are serving approximately 445 meals daily, and as 
usual, several visiting groups have been fed along with social events 
for the children. 
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Because of the dry weather and resulting crop failure last year, 
we regret to report a shortage in our food conservation. However, we 
have served in the dining room, food which has been preserved 
through freezing and canning.
